NEWS SUPPRESSED IN 
RUSSIA,

From REUTER's CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 


The Moscow Correspondent of the 
Berliner Tageblatt (Herr Scheffer), in a 
message, dated January 6th, gives further 
details of the banishment of the Russian 
Opposition leaders. He says that thirty 
prominent members of the Opposition 
were informed by the ‘‘Ogpu”’ on 
January órd that they would be deported 
from Moscow within three days to various 
distant places in Europe and Asiatic 
Russia. 

At the same time the chief leaders of 
the Opposition, namely — Trotsky, 
Muriloff, Rakovsky, Radek, Kameneff 
and Zinovieff, were “ urgently requested ”' 
also to leave Moscow. 

The places recommended for their future 
sojourn was announced to them ‘simul- 
taneously :— 

Astrakan for Trotsky ; 

A village in the Government of Wiadkha, 
500 miles from a railway station, for 
Rakovsky ; 

Two small places in the Siberian Govern- 
of Tobolsk for Radek and Kameneff, 
and 

A. place in the 
Zinovieff. 

. The deportees, the correspondent adds, 
will be allowed 17 kopeks a day as pocket 
money during their enforced absence 
from Moscow. 

Herr Scheffer does not make it clear 
in his message whether the Opposition 
leaders followed this “ urgent request ” 
or not, but there seems little doubt that 
they had no alternative but to do sa, and 
that Stalin has gained a complete victory 
over the men who were the founders of 
Soviet Russia. 

The correspondent mentions that the 
Russian public knows nothing whatever 
of this sensational event in the history 
of Bolshevism. The newspapers have not 
referred to it in a single word.

Preparations have now been completed, 
the Press Association’s Labour Correspon- 
dent states, for to-day’s conference be- 
tween a group of employers, headed by Sir 
Alfred Mond, and the General Council of 
the Trades Union Congress on the ques- 
tion of industrial peace. 

This will be the first time since the 
great industrial conference, called by the 
Government during Mr. Lloyd George’s 
Premiership, that the leaders of the trade 
unions and representative employers have 
met to consider future industrial relations 
and reorganisation on a national and 
general basis. 

Much importance is attached to the 
meeting, which will be held in the rooms 


“of the Royal Society, Burlington House, 


London. There is no official information 
as to the scope of the discussion or the 
subjects that will be considered. 

The Trades Union Congress’s General 
Council will not actually decide on their 
policy until this morning, when they will 
meet at their own headquarters and re- 
celve a report from a sub-committee, going 
on to Burlington House after luncheon. 


METHOD OF THE CONFERENCE. 

It is .regarded as extremely unlikely 
that the*conference at its opeuing session 
will decide on any definite recommenda- 
tions. The subject is so wide and compli 
cated that it will require long consulta- 
tion. The first meeting therefore will be 
utilised for a general exchange ot views 
on both ‘sides, and it may be found pos- 
sible to appoint sub-committees to report 
on different aspects of the problem. 

The general conference will be ad- 
journed after certain machinery has been 
put into operation, but it is hoped at the 
first meeting to get the peace move well 
under way.

GREAT NOVELIST 
AND POET. 


DEATH OF MR. 
THOMAS HARDY, 


HIS LARGE AND VARIED 
OUTPUT.

We regret to announce that Mr. Thomas 
Hardy, O.M., the distinguished novelist 
and poet, died last night at his residence, 
Max Gate, Dorchester, aged eighty-seven 
years. 

On. Monday, January 2nd, it was 
announced that the health of Mr. Hardy 
had been causing considerable anxiety, 
and that he had been confined to his 
house since December 12th by an illness 
which began with a chill. Since then his 
condition had varied. Latterly it had 
appeared to be more hopeful. A distinct 
improvement was announced after a rest- 
less night on Monday last. He was not 
so well on Tuesday morning, but in the 
evening he was a little better, and yester- 
day morning it was announced that after 
a better night he was a little stronger. 

In Thomas Hardy modern English 
literature loses its most eminent and 
gifted figure. The esteem that he had 
won from men of. letters was happily ex- 
pressed in an address presented to him on 
his eightieth birthday anniversary, which 
bore the signature of virtually every living 
British poet of note—Mr. W. B. Yeats 
representing worthily the Anglo-Irish 
genius. 


GREAT WRITER'S 
CAREER. 


ARCHITECT TO AUTHOR. 


Born in a secluded Dorsetshire village, 
on June 2nd, 1840, Thomas Hardy traced 
his descent from one of the branches of a 
sometime influential family, domiciled in 
and near the Valley of the Frome, which 
claimed its derivation from John le Hardy 
of Jersey, son of Clement le Hardy, 
Governor of that island in 1488, who had 
settled in the West of England. The boy 
received some education in local schools 
during the years 1848-1854, but this scanty 
teaching was afterwards supplemented by 
private instruction in Classics and French. 
From 1857 to 1860 he diligently pursued 
the study af Latin and Greek, subse- 
quently, when occasion served, attending 
evening courses ot lectures at King’s 
College, London. , 

In 1856 young Hardy was articled to 
Mr. John Hicks, an ecclesiastical archi- 
tect of Dorchester. For some years he 
worked at a calling which he found in 
many -respects congenial. It became his 
duty to inspect, measure, and sketch 
numerous ancient churches and other 
buildings—many of which have since dis- 
appeared—throughout his native county, 
and it was in all probability during his 
wanderings from place to -place in those 
days that he became familiar with the 
manifold legends and traditions of the 
countryside, which he afterwards turned 
to such rare account in bis novels. In 
1862 he migrated to London, where he 
studied Gothic architecture ~nder Sir 
Arthur Blomfield, A.R.A., ining no 
inconsiderable grasp of the technique of 
his profession, and becoming, in 1863, a 
prizeman and medalist of the. Royal In- 
stitute of British Architects and of the 
Architectural Association. 


CONSCIOUS OF POWER. 

Meantime, he had grown conscious of 
the possession of literary powers. Already, 
even so early as 1859, he had begun to 
write verses and essays, but owing to the 
demands of his occapation upon his time 
such efforts were for the most part tenta- 
tive and desultory. In March, 1865, he 
published his first short story in 
Chambers’s Journal, and during the two 
ensuing years produced a good deal of 
verse. Uncertain of his true vocation, his 
inclination wavered between architecture 
and literature; nor was his choice de- 
finitely made until 1867. 

He, thereupon, left London for Wey- 
mouth, and during the course of 1867 and 
the succeeding year wrote an ambitious 
“purpose” novel which was offered to 
Messrs, Chapman and Hall, and was 
accepted by that firm. Before concluding 
publishing arrangements, however, the 
author submitted his manuscript to Mr. 
George Meredith, who strongly recom- 
mended its withdrawal, suggesting the 
construction of another story provided 
with more plot. This advice was taken— 
somewhat too literally, the critics said— 
the result being the appearance in 1871 
of “Desperate Remedies,” a novel which 
was all plot. The book was equally praised 
and condemned, but the mastery*of the 
writer’s delineations was universally ac- 
knowledged, and the work could “not be 
classed as a failure. Mr. Hardy at this 
time. as he afterwards confessed, was 
secking for a method, and upon the 
publication, in 1872, of his charming 
“rural painting of the Dutch School, © 
“T7nder the Greenwood Tree,” it became 
evident to. all readers of modern fiction 
that he had found it. This tale was 
followed in 1873 by “A Pair of Blue 
Eyes,’’ which also enjoyed an encouraging 
reception. 


FIRST REAL SUCCESS. 

The author realised his first marked 
success with “Far From the Madding 
Crowd,” published anonymously in the 
Cornhill Magasine for 1874. The novel, 
attributed by many to George. Eliot. 
immediately caught the public fancy, and 
the fact that it was dramatised and acted 
in a modified form at the Globe Theatre 
in 1882 may be mentioned as a proof of 
its continued popularity. In 1876 “The 
Hand of Ethelberta’’ appeared, and in 
1878 “The Return of the Native,” 
commonly regarded as the most sombre, 
and in some ways the most powerful and 
characteristic, of Mr. Hardy’s novels— 
perhaps, his masterpiece. “ The Trumpet 
Major ” followed in 1879, “A Laodicean 
in 1881, and in 1882 “Two on a Tower, 
an essay in fiction which bas been spoken 
of as “a long excursion in constructive 
irony.” 

In 1885 “The Mayor of Casterbridge,”’ 
a somewhat involved tale, made its appear: 
ance. It was succeeded by “The Wood- 
landers ” in 1887, and a series of collected 
“Wessex Tales” in 1888. The author’s 
literary output for the year 1891 was 
especially remarkable, and may be said 
to have set the crown upon his reputation 
as a daring and unconventional writer of 
fiction. ‘‘A Group of Noble. Dames” was 
almost immediately followed by “ Tess of 
the d’Urbervilles,” a novel which .at once 
created an immense sensation anc which 
received very various treatment at the 
hands of the critics. Its dramatic power 
was undeniable, its strength in point of 
characterisation admittedly supreme; but 
for all the deftness of handling its theme 
proved distasteful to many. The book had 
an enormous circulation, and. like others 
of Mr. Hardy's novels, was published 
simultaneously in England,. America. 
Australia and India. A stage version of 
“ Tess ” was produced in the United States 
with great success, and the novel was trans- 
lated into several continental languages. 


COLLECTED STORIES. 

In 1894 the author issued a volume of col- 
lected stories under the title of “ Life’s Little 
Ironies.’’ and in 1895 he produced “‘ Jude 
the Obscure,’’ possibly the most thoughtful, 
certainly the least popular, of all his books. 
Its character occasioned not only a general 
ontburst of disparaging criticism, hut even, 
in some quarters. a bitter personal attack

BRITAIN’S CRUISER 
TONNAGE CITED.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


The official case for the United States 
Government in support of its colossal 
725,000,000 dollars naval building pro- 
gramme was set forth to-day by Mr. 
Wilbur, the Secretary for the Navy, in a 
statement to the Naval Committee of the 
House of Representatives. 

Emphasising his own belief that 
“ America needs a first-class Navy,” Mr. 
Wilbur placed before the Committee his 
personal reasons, as well as those of the 
General Board of the Navy, for asking 
Congress to authorise the new estimates. 

“In preparation for this programme 
the General Board primarily considered 
the needs of the country as regards naval 
defence, although it is true that in deter- 
mining this need the General Board has 
taken into consideration other navies and 
their construction and replacement pro- 
grammes as far as they are known to us. 


BRITAIN’S CRUISER NEED. 

“Great Britain announced at Geneva,’’ 
continued Mr.. Wilbur, ‘‘that she needed 
about 600,000 tons of vessels of the cruiser 
class. Our original proposal at Geneva 
was for a cruiser tonnage of about 300,000 
tons, which is actually less than we felt 
was necessary for our fleet. We were, 
however, willing to accept the hazard of 
building less tonnage than we needed if 
other Powers would accept similar 
hazards. Great Britain was not ready to 
accept this limitation, but felt that her 
needs for a larger tonnage in cruisers was 
imperative for the protection of her 
national interests. 

‘‘The insistence of Great Britain, her 
naval experts, and her delegates at Geneva 
upon her absolute need for a larger 
tonnage in cruisers regardless of the naval 
programmes of other Powers is the most 
persuasive evidence that we also have a 
difinite need for a cruiser tonnage regard- 
less of the programmes of other Powers if 
we are to have a well-rounded ‘fleet for our 
defence, and also that such a programme 
for us is in no sense competitive.”’ 


THE PROGRAMME. 

Mr. Wilbur went on to say that a pro- 
gramme of twenty-five cruisers, five air- 
craft carriers, nine destroyer leaders and 
thirty-two submarines was ‘‘in no way 
competitive, but was based upon the needs 
of the United States Navy, as determined 
by the Secretary of the Navy upon the 
technical advice of the General Board.’’ 

The President, Mr. Wilbur continued, 
was opposed to competitive building, and 
Congress had also manifested its unwilling- 
ness to engage in competitive building. 
Mr. Wilbur, however, was discreetly silent 
regarding the activities of the powerful 
“ Big Navy’’ group in Congress. 

' We do not ask you,” he said, “ to 
build a certain number of tons of each 
type of vessel for the reason that Great 
Britain has that number of tons, or be- 
cause to do so would bring us up to parity 
with Great Britain; nor do we ask you to 
construct a certain amount of tonnage in 
order to be on a 5-3 ratio with Japan.’’ 

He proceeded to read a number of 
passages from a report made to him on 
the general naval position by the Naval 
Board. In the opinion of the Board, he 
said, the programme, if carried out, would 
create a properly constituted fleet, and 
would furnish sufficient strength to ensure 
protection of the rights of American 
citizens under international law; to pro- 
tect commerce; to preserve the ocean 
routes of trade, and to provide for 
adequate national defence. 


CRUISERS’ VARIED USES. 

The report also referred to the need of 
maintaining the shipbuilding. industry, 
adding that the need of modern cruisers 
was very serious, and constituted the 
Navy s greatest weakness. 
game, whether played at the War College 
or carried out in practice on the high seas, 
emphasised the need for an increased 
number of vessels cf this type. 

Their duties in peace were of a wide 
variety, not the least being to aid 
American overseas trade. American 
merchants and manufacturers must not 
only hold the foreign markets they had 
gained, but, as European conditions 
returned to normal, they must seek new 
markets if their prosperity was to con- 
tinue, showing the flag had a marked in- 
fluence upon merchants’ endeavours, and 
their success was infiuenced in no small 
degree by the prestige which up-to-date 
and smart modern cruisers created and 
fostered, 

The report declared that there were 
twent -two cruisers of a total displace- 
ment .f 1,641,000 tons, which should be 
replaced on account of their “lack of 
speed, gun-power, and general fitness for 
modern service.” 

Mr. Wilbur pointed out that, owing to 
the limitations of the Washington Naval 
Treaty, the new cruisers would be limited 
to 10,000 tons displacement and to carry- 
ing 8-inch guns. He added that the 
twenty-five new cruisers would be in addi- 
tion to the eight under construction and 
ten of 7,509 tons already built, making a 
total of fortv-three modern cruisers. 

Five additional aircraft carriers would 
probably be built of 13,800 tons each. 

It is understood that the new pro- 
gramme will be spread over five years.

LORD GLANUSK

AT OPENING OF WAR 
MEMORIAL. 


HIS. MILITARY AND 
CIVLL SERVICES. 


Lord Glanusk died with tragic sudden- 
ness at Brecon yesterday. He was about 
to perform the opening ceremony of the 
Breconshire War Memorial Hospital. 

Lord Glanusk had been the leading 
spirit in the movement for the building 
of the hospital. When he rose to perform 
the opening ceremony yesterday he said: 

“In humble gratitude, I thank Almighty 
God, the Architect of the Universe, that 
He has permitted me to live to see this 
day. It is a great day for all of us.’’ No 
sooner had he finished the sentence than 
he staggered back, gripped his chair, and 
turning to the Bishop of Swansea and 
Brecon, whispered: “Just hold me up, 
please.” The next moment he fell into 
the chair, with his right hand to his 
heart. Lady Glanusk was on the platform 
at the time. : 

Dr. Hume and Dr. Pringle, of the 
medical staff of the new hospital. ran to 
Lord Glanusk's aid, and within a few 
minutes a stretcher was brought, and he 
was carried from the platform into the 
building. 

Meanwhile Lord Glanusk’s son, Major 
the Hon. W. R. Bailey, ascended the plat 
form, and said that he was sure that his 
father would desire that the eercmony 
should proceed without interruption, 
because his one. ambition was that. he 
should live to see that hospital provided 
for Breconshire. “On my father’s behalf,” 
he concluded, “I have great pleasure in 
handing over the deeds of the site of the 
building to the Chairman of the General 
Committee.” : 

Mr. David Powell, Chairman of the 
General Committee, thanked Major Bailey 
for the gift, and the Bishop of Swansea 
and Brecon offered the dedication prayer. 

This had barely concluded when the 
announcement was made that Lord 
Glanusk had died eight minutes after his 
seizure. 

At the Bishop’s request the crowd left 
the grounds, and the proposed inspection 
of the hospital was abandoned. 

Lord Glanusk had been ill during recent 
months, and had undergone special treat- 
ment for heart trouble. 


LORD GLANUSK’S CAREER. 
Born in 1864, Joseph Henry Russell 


Bailey, second Baron Glanusk, was head: 


of a family which for generations had 
been prominently associated with Brecon- 
shire. The ‘family was settled originally 
in Yorkshire, Joseph Bailey, son of John 
Bailey, of Wakefield, sitting successively 
as member of Parliament for Worcester 
City and Breconshire, and receiving a 
Baronetcy in 1852. His grandson and 
successor in the title, Sir Joseph Russell 
Bailey, member of Parliament for Here- 
fordshire from 1865 to 1885. and for 
Hereford from 1886 to 1892, was raised 
to the Peerage in 1899 as Lord Glanusk, 
of Glanusk Park. On his death in 1906 
he was succeeded by his son, Joseph 
Henry Russell. as second Baron. 

Lord Glanusk had had a long and dis- 
tinguished military career. Formerly a 
Major of the Grenadier Guards, Com- 
mandant of the Guards’ Dépót, and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Commanding the órd 
Battalion South Wales Borderers, he saw 
service in the South African War as 
Adjutant of the City of London Imperial 
Volunteers, was mentioned in despatches, 
and received a medal with four clasps 
and the D.S.O: In 1911 a Companionship 
of the Bath was bestowed upon him. 
During the Great War, also, his military 
services were placed at the disposal of his 
country, and he was stationed in turn at 
Aden, in India and in Great Britain. In 
1919 he received the C.B.E., a distinction 
conferred also on his wife, Editha Elma, 
daughter of the late Major Warden Sergi- 
son, to whom he was married in 1890. 

The Great War brought its sorrows to 
Lord and Lady Glanusk, whose second 
and third sons were killed in action. The 
second son, the Hon. Gerald Sergison 
Bailey, a Lieutenant in the Grenadier 
Guards, fell in 1915. The third son, the 
Hon. Bernard Michael Bailey, a midship- 
man, lost his life in the Battle of Horn 


Reef in 1916. 


POST-WAR INTERESTS. 

To Lord Glanusk, however, the end of 
the war did not mean a cessation of inte- 
rest in military matters. At the time of 
his death he was President of-the Brecon- 
shire Territorial Association, and a Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel in the Territorial Army. 
The British Legion and the Boy Scout 
movement claimed his active interest, and 
he subscribed generously to the Brecon 
War Memorial Hospital, which was built 
at a cost of £30,000. 

As a member. of the Breconshire County 
Council and of the Standing Joint Com- 
mittee, Lord Glanusk was deeply inte- 
rested in local affairs. In Breconshire 
he owned no fewer than four seats— 
Glanusk Park, near Crickhowell; Peter- 
stone Court, Brecon ; Glanwye Builth, and 
Hay Castle. These he made over some 
years ago to his eldest and only surviving 
son, the Hon. Wilfred Russell Bailey, and 
went to live in a cottage at Erwood, 
Breconshire. His only daughter, the 
Hon. Dulsie Editha Bailey, married, in 
1922, Captain Alastair Robertson Cooper, 
Royal Scots Greys. 

The Hon. Wilfred Russell Bailey, who 
succeeds to the title, was born in 1891. 
Formerly a Major in the Grenadier 
Guards, he served throughout the Great 
War, in which he was twice wounded. 
He was mentioned in despatches and was 
awarded the D.S.O. with bar. The new 
Peer married in 1919 Victoria Mary Enid 
Anne, daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Frank Dugdale.

MR. AMERY’S TOUR.

The Times. observes- in a leading 
article:—Mr. Amery is now in Canada, on 
tue last stage of his long and important 
journey through the Oversea’ Dominions. This 
journey, the first of anything like the samé 
extent- to be undertaken by a Secretary of 
State in office—though Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain visited South Africa as. Colonial 
Secretary—was undertaken in response to the 
strong and growing demand for close, persoual 
contact between the Government of Great 
Britain and the Dominions, but it actually 
implies much more. Special importance 
attaches to the new methods that may be 
adopted for communication between the 
Government of Great Britain and the Govern- 
ment of the Dominions. Just because the 
freedom of intercourse between the Dominions 
is now practically unrestricted, and because 
any Dominion may take separate advantage 
of this liberty to any extent and in what- 
ever manner it pleases, the Mother Country 
and the Dominions are bound to develop 
their supreme common interests with a 
greater intensity than ever before. It ie 
essential, for the peace of the world, and for 
the security and prosperity of all parts of the 
Empire, that. the fact and the character of 
the British Empire should stand out clear and 
distinct in the whirl of international -relation- 
ships. No doubt, each of the Dominions has 
ideas of its own for extending and developing 
intercourse with the Mother Country, and 
with other Dominions, for the purposes both 
of Imperial and foreign pe@licy. There are 
many different ways in which this can be 
done : 

Before the last Imperial Conference the 
Australian Government had chosen the method 
of appointing, in addition to the High Com- 
missioner, a liaison officer with the British 
Government, whose special function is to keep 
in touch with foreign policy. New Zealand is 
acting on the same principle. and a diaison 
officer from the Foreign Office is shortly 
leaving for New Zealand. The duties of the 
Dominion High Commissioners in London ‘are 
steadily increasing. On the other hand, while 
in some of the Dominions the British Govern- 
ment still communicates through the 
Governor-General, Canada is following the 
suggestion of the last Imperial Conference 
report, and expects the appointment of a 
special representative of the Government of 
Great Britain. There are some risks in this, 
as in every new venture, but there are greater 
opportunities. It goes without saying that 
the position of the British Minister, High 
Commissioner, 'Envoy, or whatever he may be 
called, will be quite distinct from that of the 
foreign representatives who have been, or 
may be, appointed to Ottawa, just as the 
High Commissioners in London differ from the 
Diplomatic Corps. But what really matters 
is the choice of the man to inaugurate this 
new post. It is anything but a convenient 
corner for the superfluous. diplomatist. It is 
an opening for first-class abilities. and 
character; for the task is novel, the scope is 
wide, and the problems to be dealt with 
demand an alert and vigorous mind. 

It will be expected of the new British repre- 
sentative that his personality as well as his 
post shall be distinctive, and it is due to 
Canada, as well as to this country, that the 
British Government should not only choose 
wisely, but should be generous in its estimate 
of the cost,

THOMAS HARDY. 
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ORIGINALITY OF HIS GENIUS. 


In the course of an obituary notice of 
Thomas Hardy, The Times says :—The 
length of his working life—he published his 
first novel in 1871, his last poem in 1927— 
his austere devotion to his art and to his 
view of truth, his hatred of display, the 
fecundity and originality of his genius, which 
ranged from fiction to lyric poetry, from 
lyric poetry to epic drama, and his match- 
less understanding of the humour, the dignity 
and the quiet worth of the common stock 
of English character combined to make him 
the most impressive personality among the 
authors of our day. From a teller 
of powerful stories of passion and sorrow and 
courage he developed into a_ philosophic 
novelist, isolated not more by his genius than 
by his presentment of a theory of life which 
to many seemed harsh, and even blasphemous, 
in its pessimism. Thence he fought his way 
to recognition by the younger critics and 
their elders alike as a lyric poet with a 
manner and a music ail his own, and to 
recognition by all as an interpreter of the 
national genius in its most heroie aspect. 
The poet who had recreated in “The 
Dynasts” the tragic splendour of the 
Napoleonic wars was enshrined in the lasting 
honour and affection of his countrymen.
